ing including ourselves. 


Defamation charge” 


As rabbis we have never objected 
and do not object to fair and honest 


criticism and even to stringent criti- 
-cism which is also fair and honest. 


Your leading article, however, goes 
far beyond this and is grossly and 
maliciously defamatory to us, particu- 
larly in its references to “ emotional 
stability” and “mental hygiene” 
which impute to us mental unbalance 


and dirty-mindedness. 


To these damaging and unfounded 
allegations we cannot and will not 
indifferent, and we must, 
therefore, request you to submit 
immediately. to us for publication in 
your next issue, a draft of an ample 
and unqualified apology and retrac- 
tion. 

Furthermore, having regard to our 
position, the character of the publica- 
tion, and the wide and influential cir- 
culation of your newspaper, we do 
not. consider that an apology and 


retraction alone will meet the case, 
and in addition to the draft apology. 


we must ask you to submit an offer 
to pay a suitable and substantial sum

Any attempt to modernise Jewish 
law would result in the whole struc- 
ture of Judaism falling apart, said 
the Rev. L. Sober, at a Brains Trust

The committee, set up last October 
by the Chief Rabbi, is under the 
chairmanship of Colonel A. M. Lyons, 


Q.C., the other members being Dayan 
Dr. M. Lew, Mr. Leo Graham, — 
A. Silverman, Secretary of the 


United Synagogug, and Mrs. Betty 
Woolf. 


Mr, M. Wallach, Secretary to. the 
‘Chief. Rabbi, has. been appointed 
Secretary to the committee. 


Its terms of reference are as fol- 
lows : to inquire into the price struc- 
ture of the ‘kosher meat trade 
(including poultry) in the United 
Kingdom, with a view to establishing 
whether kosher meat prices are exces- 
sive, having regard to the circum- 
stances. If the committee finds these 
prices are excessive, jt has the duty 
to suggest causes and remedies. In 
doing so, it has power to consult all 
relevant records and documents and 
to . call. for oral and/or written 
evidence from interested parties and 
from those with a special knowledge 
of the subject, and to report its find- 
eg to the Chief Rabbi.

“ORAL ” LAW 
| WRITTEN: 

Old Testament scholar’s 
contention.

The theory that the so-called “ oral 
law” of pre-Rabbinic Judaism had in 
fact been recorded in writing was 
advanced by Professor J. Weingreen, 
of Dublin, when he spoke on “The 
Continuity of Tradition from Old 
Testament to Early Rabbinic Times” 
to the Old Testament Society at. 
King’s College Hostel, serene last 
week. 

Professor Weingreen was, in fact, 
giving his inaugural address as the 
new President of the Society. He 
was installed into office by the retir- 
ing President, the Very Rev. Dr. 
C. A. Simpson, and he then signed 
his name in the Bible of the Society, 


now in its 44th year. 
In his address Professor Wein- 


green said that it was now recognised 


"aS a commonplace by most scholars 


that the Old Testament of. 
selected items from a much wider 
body of literature. The most direct 
indication of this came from the 
Book of Kings, where the reader was 
often directed with reference to the 
“Now. the rest of the 
acts. of king *X* and all which he 
did, surely they are written in the. 
book of chromicles of the kings of 
Isracl . . . or Judah.” These direc- 
trons constituted evidence of the 
existence of written secular histories 
of. the kings of Israel and Judah 


which could be consulted for fuller 


information. 


Extra-Pentateuchal rules: 


Turning from the sphere of history | 
4o. that law, the speaker said: 
“Even if it. were not possible to 
adduce positrve evidence of’ the 
growth and operation of a wide’ 
range of legal practice, outside the

There were, he said, 
fully documented examples— 
two in the Book of Numbers and one 
in Leviticus—

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A REPROACH TO CHRISTIANS

The synagogue is not as blind as 


medieval artists suggested nor as 
dumb as many people today suppose, 
said the Rev. W. W. Simpson, Secre- 
tary of the Council of Christians and 
Jews, when -he took part in the 
B.B.C. Television Programme “ See- 
ing and Believing” on Sunday. It is, 
he said, a living institution devoted to 
the worship of God and the study of 


his will for men; for Jews in par-— 
ticular, but also for mankind. as a 


whole. 


Mr. Simpson medieval 
antisemitism, as part of the back- 
ground from which the political and - 


social antisemitism of modern times / 


had developed. Speaking of the 
yellow star which Jews were forced to 
wear by the Nazis, he said that it was 
Pope Innocent Ill who first decreed 
that Jews should wear a distinctive 
badge.

were, for example, non- Jews who in 


a number of countries and at the risk, 
of their own lives, offered shelter to.

NE of the main reasons for 
holding the 25th Zionist 
Congress in Israe] was, as 

explained -by the more intelleciual 
elements among its organisers, so 
to impress the delegates by the

Migration in the past was motivated, 
by negative pressures in 
the Galut, -Even so, most emigrants 
from E urope have opted for the West 
when. given the choice. 

The main activity. of 
societies is a round of social func- 
tions devoted to fund-raising.

Those who donate to these 
causes are not usually anxious to 
make use of them themselves.

The idea of building a golf course 
as a tourist attraction was due to. 
the late Mr. James de Rothschild, 
and it was his widow who officially

Funds for the course were given 
by the Rothschild family, they. are 
also likely to cover a great part of 
the annual budget estimated at 


1£180,000, 


The course is about 7,000 yards 


long and the longest’ hole is 535 


yards, Par is 74. There is a spacious 
and well-equipped clubhouse with a 
restaurant and bar, Fifty sets of golf 
clubs are available for hire.
